One 
thinks of it as Fort Edmonton, the an- 
cient fur-trading post of the great west 
early In the last century. It is beauti- 
fully gituated and is the objective 
point of three railway systems. The 
Canadian Pacific and the Canadian 
Northern gwing in there now, andthe 
Grand Trunk Pacific igs pushing to- 
ward the coast via Edmonton.

It ig all 80 great, so big with 
life and doing, that one falls silent in 
tne face of it. Enterprige and en- 
deavor, grip, and hard gane work, how 
good it all wag! What an atmosphere 
of wholegome living, of pluck and the 
taking hold of things, the “I Will!” 
the forcing of issues, the taking the 
world by the throat and ghaking one’s 
portion out of it—surrounded one! 
Words are thin and bleak—They are 
not big enough for one’s expression, 
and—there are not enough of them. 
But the last thought will be of the 
beauty of Edmonton, of her higtory, 
her old story; We know she is the 
pivotal point and popular centre of 
her province towards which the immi- 
grant. wends his’ way; we know-of her 
abundant water power, her ample tim- 
ber, her fat and fertile soil; we know 
hér as the fur-preserve of the world, 
but perhaps of all these things, we 
will remember longest, her welcome, 
hér cultured women, her large-hearted 
and hogpitable board of trade, press- 
men, bankers and citizens ,and above 
E that warm and sincere hand-clasyp 
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—that grip of the west, which I yey 
feel upon my hand, and that affection- 
ate and intimate welcome,’ which in a 
deeper way has_ reached into my 
heart and left its impress there.

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ATTACKS MONROE DOCTRINE 
A special to a New York paper from 
New Haven, Conn., says: In extend- 
ing the Yale welcome to the American 
institute of education at the opening 
of the national convention here last 
night. Prof. M. Wheeler .of the -his- 
tory department vigorously attacked 
the Monroe doctrine and deplored the 
present spirit of money-getting and sac- 
rifie of right principles. He said in 
part: “The Monroe doctrine, which is 
the eleventh commandment of this gov- 
ernment is the embodiment of national 
greed and gelfishness. A recent sec- 
retary of gtate is quoted as saying that 
this government in foreign affairs was 
run on a principle that was a com- 
bination of the golden rule and thé Mun- 
roé doctrine. The man that can agsoci- 
ate the two or agsimilate them must be 
a wonderful scientist and mathemati- 
cian. In following out this doctrine we 
have been carried with the 
theory that our particular form of 
government was fitted for every stage 
of development and no more crazy il- 
lusion ever entered man’s mind. A 
republican form of government igs the 
worst possible for certain nations, but 
we have been advancing the ailacy of 
forcing this on others. As a nation 
we think we must also advance our 
religion, the Christian religion even if 
it takes gunboats to do it, and it has 
to be spread at the point of the bay- 
onet.”” Prof. Wheeler algo deplored 
the present money greed and the great 
combination with their betrayal of pu- 
blic trugt.
